A boatman  sculling  a boat  with  two  girls  under  the  arches 
of  a bridge;  Tsukuda  appears  in  the  background;  ships  in  the 
harbor.  From  the  Toto  Meisho  Series. 

THE  TOP  OF  A HILL. 

Houses  sloping  steeply  downward  on  either  side  and  a lady 
and  her  attendant  about  to  descend. 

Very  rare;  most  unusual  composition. 

TRAVELLERS  GAZING  AT  A RAINBOW. 

Three  men  on  a mountain  looking  at  a rainbow  arched 
across  the  sky. 

LADY  ABOUT  TO  GO  DOWN  A STEEP  HILL. 

On  either  side  are  houses;  a man  dragging  a cart  is  coming 
up  the  hill;  straight  ahead  is  the  blue  sky  with  a few  clouds 
and  five  birds.  Scarce.

the  lake. 

85.  FISHERMEN  ON  THE  ROCKS  IN  THE  BAY. 

To  the  left  is  a boat  with  a lady  hidden  behind  a big  um- 
brella; shore  to  the  right;  time  browned;  no  margins. 

86.  A FESTIVAL  AT  NIGHT  ALONG  THE  SHORE. 

A band  of  men  carrying  lanterns  and  banners  is  going  along 
a misty  shore.  In  the  distance  are  black  mountains  and  two 
big  black  pines,  silhouetted  across  the  print. 

87.  AT  THE  DOCK. 

Several  people  are  standing  on  the  dock  and  a few  boats 
are  moored;  across  the  water  may  be  seen  red,  orange,  green, 
and  blue  mountains,  in  gorgeous  coloring. 

88.  WASHING  LINEN  IN  THE  RIVER:  MIST  PRINT. 

Boys  carrying  piles  of  soiled  linen  to  the  water's  edge.

A fish  market  by  the  bay  with  Fuji  rising  in  the  background. 

90.  A RIVER  SCENE. 

Large  grey  sail  boat  on  blue  water  with  hills  in  the  back- 
ground; margins. 

91.  “24  ACTS  OF  FILIAL  PIETY.” 

Treasure  discovered;  man  and  woman,  and  little  naked 
baby  gazing  at  a bowl  they  have  discovered  while  digging  a 

hole  along  a river  bank;  beautiful  color. 
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92.  FOUR  PRINTS  BY  KUNIYOSHI. 

Landscape,  harimaze,  caricature  heads,  etc.  (4) 

93.  MOONLIGHT  BATTLE  ON  THE  COAST. 

About  ten  men  are  fighting  under  a large  pine  tree  by  the 
shore.  Note  the  moon  and  the  long  rays  (worn).  Boys  de- 
stroying a doll;  Diptych  half-block  (Farmer  and  Fisher,  and 
Poet  girls.)  (3  pcs.) 

94.  THREE  COMBAT  PRINTS. 

Warriors  in  red  and  blue  armor  fiercely  fighting;  two  prints 
have  central  figure  in  white  and  blue.  (3) 

95.  THE  TORNADO. 

A woman  holding  a manuscript  is  in  the  midst  of  a tornado 
with  everything  around  her  blown  about;  black  lattice  back- 
ground. Man  in  straw  coat  warming  himself  at  a fire;  two 
men  in  a scene  from  a play;  Harimaze,  elephant,  Daruma. 
etc.  (4) 

96.  SEA  DEITY  ENTHRONED. 

Below  her  are  rocks  and  whirlpools;  a dragon  coiled  among 
them.  Dark,  dull  greens  and  reds  are  used  with  hlack.  Poet 
Yukihira  by  a steep  hill;  Young  Girl  pursued  by  an  Octopus; 
Actors  with  cat  Masques;  Fisherman  on  the  Uji  River,  beau- 
tiful mist  print  but  stained;  Poet  holding  a cat.  (6) 

SEVEN  TRIPTYCHS  BY  KUNIYOSHI
